The dispatch with wWch the first 


steps have been taken in the matter 
of establishing a gener:.! hospital in 
ConneUaviUe is quite .in line with the 
way Connellsville has learned to do 
things. The need Cor Mich an insti- 
tution being apparent to all persons 
who have made a study ot the situa- 
tion, the men who met last night to 
consider tiie question* wasted no time 
in making the initial preparations to 
supply that need. 


There was general agreement upon 


the proposition that tje obligation 
rests upon the community to make 
more adequate provision for taking 
care of its sick; that neans for this 
purpose can he provliled 
and -that 


such an institution can he made the 
logical successor of thi State Cottage 
hospital. The latter has served its 
purpose in a splendid ivay but it was 
not designed as a general hospital 
and is not adapted to remodeling as 
such. 
The details of a plan for a 


general hospital are, of course, yet to 
'be worked out, but the suggestion to 


erect the bundling in < ections on the 
present hospital 
grounds, 
without 


impairing the usefulness of the pres- 
ent building until 
the new one is 


ready for use, is so practical that it 
cannot be made a subject of difference 
of opinion.
